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HORSE REIGNS IN

HARBOUR Law became Epsom’s first 
Classic winner since 1969, with trainer 
Laura Mongan taking the title as first 
woman to train a Classic race winner. 

Despite only being given 22-1 odds the 
colt, trained at Epsom Downs Training 
Grounds, won the famous St Leger race 
in Doncaster, on Saturday, September 
10 . 

Ms Mongan is the first trainer from 
Epsom to win the one-mile flat horse 
race. In 2013 she trained the horse First 
Avenue to victory in the Imperial Cup, 
a hurdle race held in Sandown Park in 
Surrey, despite 20-1 odds.

A REVELLER kicked and 
punched a brilliant mathe¬ 
matician for telling him to 
stop pestering his ‘attractive’ 
female friends, a court heard. 

Etienne St Claire, 31, alleg¬ 
edly floored Daniel Dinneys 
with a punch before stamp¬ 
ing on his head outside the 
Dirty Martini cocktail bar, 
Wood Street in the City of 
London. 

Mr Dinneys, who had been 
working on high level bank 


security, suffered a broken 
jaw and a brain haemor¬ 
rhage. 

Part of his skull had to be 
surgically removed following 
the attack in June 2015. 

Timothy Forster, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the Old Bailey on 
Monday: “This is about a man 
who was kicked, punched 
and stamped on outside a bar 
in the City of London. 

“The defendant admits that 
he threw a punch, he says in 
reasonable self-defence. He 
admits that he used his foot - 
again in self-defence. 

“It was June 5 of last year 
and Mr Dinneys was out with 


his friends. 

“There was Mr Dinneys 
with his girlfriend, who was 
resting her head on his shoul¬ 
der, as well as three female 
friends who were dressed in 
smart evening wear, heels 
and sequins. You may have 
thought they looked attrac¬ 
tive.” 

Mr Forster told the court 
St Claire had been out with 
male friends at Dirty Mar¬ 
tinis and bumped into the 
group as they awaited a min¬ 
ibus. 

He said: “St Claire began 
to pester the women, and was 
told repeatedly they were not 


interested. It may be he be¬ 
came frustrated and jealous 
of the fact that Mr Dinneys 
was with these women. 

“He asked: Are they with 
you them?’ and, when Mr 
Dinneys said they were, he 
shouted: ‘You the big man 
then?’ 

“Mr Dinneys asked him to 
leave the women alone, and 
St Claire pushed him forcing 
him to stagger. St Claire then 
punched him hard in the face 
with a closed fist. 

“That caused Mr Dinneys 
to fall straight to the ground 
without attempting to break 
his fall. He had been knocked 


out and soon the blood began 
to flow.” 

The prosecutor said St 
Claire began to stamp on Mr 
Dinney’s head and body as he 
lay unconscious. 

He added: “He had a frac¬ 
tured jaw and it is agreed that 
this fall caused serious brain 
injuries from which Mr Din¬ 
neys has not recovered. 

“Mr Dinneys will give no 
evidence as he has no recol¬ 
lection.” 

Mr Dinneys has been in in¬ 
tensive care and had an emer¬ 
gency operation for a blood 
clot to the brain. 

Mr Forster added: “Anoth¬ 


er person who saw St Claire 
stamp on his head was a 
member of the door staff at 
Dirty Martini’s. 

“He recalls Mr Dinneys 
pushed him, St Claire pushed 
back and then St Claire 
punched him.” 

The court heard St Claire 
left in a taxi but was iden¬ 
tified via a restaurant 
booking. 

Mr St Claire, of Richmond 
House, Sherbrooke Way, 
Worcester Park, denies caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm 
with intent and a lesser alter¬ 
native charge. 

The trial continues.

THE fire that devastated 18th centu¬ 
ry stables converted into garages in 
the early hours of the morning was 
“moments away” from spreading to 
adjoining houses, according to fire¬ 
fighters.

But when further information 
suggested that a block of garages 
was alight, crews from Banstead, 
Leatherhead and Esher stations were 
also dispatched to the 18th century,

Six firefighters wearing breathing 
apparatus entered the smoking ga¬ 
rages to put out the fire using three 
hose reels, while others scaled lad¬ 
ders to reach the high-pitched, tim¬ 
ber-framed roof of the converted 
stable block. 

Firefighters were still at the scene 
at about 11am on Sunday, putting the 
last of the embers out and conclud¬ 
ing their initial investigations. 

“It was moments away from 
spreading into the house it was at¬ 
tached to,” a spokesman from Epsom 
fire station said. 

“But due to the quick and hard 
work of the crews on scene they man¬ 
aged to stop the fire spreading. 

“The garages were completely, se¬ 
verely damaged though.” 

Following an initial fire investiga¬ 
tion, it is believed that the fire was of 
deliberate origin. 

Subsequent inquiries by Surrey 
Police and a fire in¬ 
vestigation crew are 
being carried out.

‘Minimal’ changes to hit Surrey in shake-up of MPs’ seats

New study reveals the 
best places to be girls

MOLE Valley, Epsom and Ewell 
are among the top five places to 
be a girl in the UK, according to 
a report published by a charity 
and a university 

The report, produced by Plan 
International UK in partnership 
with the University of Hull, was 
part of the charity’s ‘Because I 
am a Girl campaign’ launched to 
tackle gender inequality global¬ 
ly 

The campaign showed that 
Mole Valley ranked fourth and 
Epsom and Ewell ranked fifth in 
the national survey of local au¬ 
thorities across the UK. 

The highest scoring area 
was Waverley in Surrey while 
Middlesbrough was ranked the 
worst place to be a girl in the UK. 

In Middlesbrough teenage 
girls were four times more like¬ 
ly to get pregnant than those in 
Waverley and there was 20 per 
cent more child poverty than in 
Epsom and Ewell. 

In Mole Valley and Epsom and 
Ewell 69.9 and 71.5 per cent of 



Exam success is achieved by 
girls in the area 


girls received five A*-C grades 
at GCSE level respectively and 
there is an average life expectan¬ 
cy of 85 years. 

Both areas had only 1.8 per 
cent of girls not in education, 
employment or training at the 
time of the report - nearly 8 per 
cent less than Middlesbrough. 

The combination of these re¬ 
sults ranked Mole Valley and 


Epsom and Ewell as on of the 
top of the 346 local authorities 
assessed. 

The report was compiled us¬ 
ing five indicators of equality: 
child poverty life expectancy 
teenage pregnancy rates, GCSE 
results and education and em¬ 
ployment rates amongst girls. 

The report also compiled a 
collection of interviews with 
girls around the UK inquiring 
into their experiences with sex¬ 
ual harassment, abuse and dis¬ 
crimination. 

Plan International UK cam¬ 
paign manager Lucy Russell has 
said: “It is encouraging to see 
that girls in Surrey are doing 
well, generally scoring positive¬ 
ly across the indicators we used 
in our research. 

“Despite living in one of the 
most developed countries on 
earth, too many girls in the UK 
don’t enjoy their rights.” 

Plan International believes 
there is still work to be done and 
has proposed a six-point plan to 
tackle gender inequality includ¬ 
ing mandatory sex and relation¬ 
ships education in schools and 
improving efforts to end vio¬ 
lence against girls.

Guard who suffered nervous breakdown after clash with prisoners launches legal action 

Prison worker suing Government 
after life ruined’ by confrontation

BUILDERS, an ice cream 
seller and firefighters pulled 
together to free a woman 
trapped between a tree and 
a car. 

Firefighters believe a car 
had rolled down the victim’s 
driveway and pinned her 
hips and abdomen to a tree 
on a driveway in Long Down 
Lane North, Epsom. 

A crew from Epsom fire 
station arrived at about 5pm 
on Wednesday, September 7, 
and found the victim trapped. 

They tied a rope between 
the car’s rear wheels and the 
tree to stop it rolling any fur¬ 
ther, before working to free 
her. 

While they waited for a 
crew from Banstead fire sta¬ 
tion they appealed for help 
from nearby builders to roll 
the car away. 

A man with an ice cream 
van also volunteered to join 
in the rescue mission. 

Firefighters attached ropes 
to the car, before the team 
pulled the car away, freeing 
the woman. 

The woman was treated at 
the scene by paramedics from 
the South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service (SECAMB). 

A SECAmb spokesman 
said the woman was assessed 
and treated at the scene. 

The woman did not then 
require further treatment at 
hospital.

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A former prison support 
guard who claims bullying, 
harassment and a workplace 
confrontation left her life “in 
ruins” is suing the Ministry 
of Justice. 

Kim Simons, 52, from Vio¬ 
let Lane, Croydon, worked at 
HMP Downview on the bor¬ 
der between Banstead and 
Sutton for seven years. 

But she was medically re¬ 
tired in August 2013, after 
a traumatic confrontation 
with inmates at the prison’s 
college left her with mental 
health problems including 
depression and anxiety 

Ms Simons claims that 
on August 26, 2013, she was 
placed in a supervisory po¬ 
sition over about 70 inmates 
from nearby HMP High 
Down who were attending a 
training facility housed at 
the closed prison. 

Her job description stip¬ 
ulated she should only look 
after five to seven prisoners, 


and so Ms Simons claims this 
was a breach of contract. 

While temporarily in 
charge of the group, she was 
confronted by three angry in¬ 
mates demanding she open a 
toilet for them. 

Despite opening a cubicle 
for them, Ms Simons claims 
they continued to be angry 
and she was forced to take 
refuge in her office while a 
prison guard came from else¬ 
where in the jail to diffuse 
the situation. 

She said: “I seriously 


thought I was going to be 
beaten to a pulp. 

“I got up to go to work the 
next day and my knees were 
knocking and I was visibly 
shaking. 

“I ended up going over the 
edge. That was the beginning 
of a nervous breakdown.” 

Paris Ioannou, her doctor 
at Violet Lane Medical Prac¬ 
tice, certified in January 2014 
that Ms Simons was “suffer¬ 
ing from mixed depression 
and anxiety brought on by 
stress at work”. 


Dr Ioannou also stated 
that Ms Simons was “being 
harassed and bullied in the 
workplace”. Ms Simons also 
suffers panic attacks and ag¬ 
oraphobia - the fear of open 
or public spaces. 

In March 2015 the Depart¬ 
ment for Work and Pensions 
agreed Ms Simons had suf¬ 
fered “loss of faculty” after 
the incident and agreed to 
pay her industrial injuries 
disablement benefit. 

But she has so far been 
frustrated in her bid to re¬ 


ceive an apology or compen¬ 
sation from the Mo J, and was 
denied legal aid in August 
2016. 

Ms Simons is now suing 
for loss of earnings totalling 
about £180,000, plus repara¬ 
tions for mental anguish. 

She said: “I’m now surviv¬ 
ing on benefits and trying to 
get my voice heard. 

“I have flashbacks about 
it, and there are days when 
I don’t leave the house. I feel 
my life is in ruins. 

“How can I be disabled and 
on benefits for the rest of my 
life, and they don’t accept re¬ 
sponsibility for it?” 

A MoJ spokesman said: 
“Safety in our prisons is fun¬ 
damental to the proper func¬ 
tioning of our justice system 
and a vital part of our reform 
plans. All staff grievances 
are taken seriously and in¬ 
vestigated thoroughly” 

HMP Downview closed for 
refurbishment in April 2013 
and all 279 inmates were 
transferred to other prisons 
across the country. 

The prison was re-opened 
in May 2016 and is currently 
building up its population. 
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Firm claims service back on track as full timetable to return 

Southern says 'sorry’ 
to its rail passengers 
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NEARLY one in 10 trains were 
cancelled or severely delayed 
over a three-month period on 
rail networks run by the oper¬ 
ator of the troubled Southern 
franchise, according to new fig¬ 
ures. 

Data from the Office of Rail 
and Road (ORR) showed 9.3 per 
cent of passenger services oper¬ 
ated by Govia Thameslink Rail¬ 
way (GTR) in April to June this 
year were either cancelled or 
more than 30 minutes late. 

GTR, which also runs the 
Thameslink, Gatwick Express 
and Great Northern franchises, 
was the worst-performing rail 
operator for the period. 

The figure was also the high¬ 
est recorded for the group since 
records began in 2004. 

The period coincided with 
weeks of disruption as a result 
of a high level of staff sick¬ 
ness and industrial action over 
changes to the role of conduc¬ 
tors. 

The dispute remains totally

deadlocked. The ORR figures 
show the proportion of can¬ 
celled or delayed trains jumped 
by 72 per cent compared with 
January to March 2016, when 
the number of late or cancelled 
services was 5.4 per cent. 

Virgin East Coast services 
were the second most disrupted, 
with 6.5 per cent of trains either 
cancelled or severely delayed. 

Overall, the rolling annual av¬ 
erage to June this year is, at 3.3 
per cent, the highest since 2004- 
OS. 

A GTR spokesman said: “We 
fully recognise that these figures 


are unacceptable and we apolo¬ 
gise to our passengers for this. 

“The period coincided with 
the beginning of the RMT dis¬ 
pute over our plans to improve 
customer service on board our 
trains and throughout the peri¬ 
od, we experienced unprecedent¬ 
ed levels of sickness amongst 
our conductors and a reluctance 
by train crew to work overtime 
and rest days. 

“Because of the uncertain na¬ 
ture of train crew availability, 
we were being forced to cancel 
trains on an ad-hoc basis, which 
seriously compromised our abil¬ 
ity to run a robust train service 
on a day-to-day basis. 

“On July 11, we introduced 
a temporary revised timetable 
which, although it had fewer 
trains, gave our passengers a 
much greater degree of certain¬ 
ty as to which trains were run¬ 
ning, and enabled them to plan 
their journeys with more confi¬ 
dence. 

“Since then, on September 5, 
we took the first step to return¬ 
ing to the full timetable with the 
reintroduction of 119 trains. The 
remainder will be restored over 
the coming weeks.”

RECORD levels of violence 
and suicides, drugs abuse 
leading to fatal heart attacks, 
and medical appointments 
being cancelled due to insuf¬ 
ficient staffing levels high¬ 
light the need for change in 
prisons such as HMP High 
Down, a watchdog has said. 

In its annual Prisons and 
Probation Ombudsman 
(PPO) report, released last 
week, the regulator shone 
a light on a “shocking” 34 
per cent rise in self-inflicted 
deaths in the UK’s prisons, 21 
per cent rise in total deaths, 
and six apparent murders - 
up from four last year. 

High Down was one of 22 
prisons in which three peo¬ 
ple died last year - one by 
suicide, one from natural 
causes. 

A verdict has yet to be 
reached on the third death. 

However the prison’s 27 
complaints in 2015-16 - 13 of 
which were upheld - was the 
lowest figure in the country 
according to the analysis. 



HMP High Down 


In the introduction to his 
fifth annual report as Prisons 
and Probation Ombudsman, 
Nigel Newcomen lamented a 
rise in deaths in custody na¬ 
tionwide, rising levels of vi¬ 
olence and disorder, and un¬ 
derstaffing in prisons across 
the country. 

He said: “While resources 
and staffing in prisons are 
undeniably stretched, it is 
disappointing how often, af¬ 
ter invariably accepting my 
recommendation, prisons 
struggle to sustain the im¬ 
provement I call for. 

“Improving safety and fair¬ 
ness is less about identifying 


new learning and more about 
implementing the learning 
already available. 

“Ensuring real and lasting 
improvement in safety and 
fairness needs to be a focus 
of the new prison reform 
agenda.” 

The Ombudsman’s find¬ 
ings were consistent with 
concerns raised by HMP 
High Down’s independent 
monitoring board (IMB) in 
its annual report, published 
in April. 

Drug-fuelled violence and 
a lack of staffing for rehabil¬ 
itation schemes had fostered 
an increasingly “volatile” at¬ 
mosphere at High Down pris¬ 
on, the IMB found. 

A Ministry of Justice 
spokesman confirmed that 
the department was analys¬ 
ing the findings of the Om¬ 
budsman. 

He said: “Safety in prisons 
is fundamental to the proper 
functioning of our justice 
system and a vital part of our 
reform plans. 

“The justice secretary is 
determined to make sure our 
prisons are safe and places of 
rehabilitation, and will set 
out her plans shortly”

Firefighters wearing breathing 
apparatus used a hose reel jet 
to put out the blaze. A spokes¬ 
man from Epsom fire station 
said the man living in the flat 
was sleeping at the time of the 
fire. Paramedics from the South 
East Coast Ambulance Service 
treated the victim for smoke 
inhalation. A spokesman said 
the man did not require further 
treatment at hospital.

Charges 

I have read with interest 
your coverage of charges 
for construction waste at 
community recycling centres 
and wanted to add some 
context.

Singer Birdy talks to JIM PALMER about 
shyness, hearing her songs at the movies, her 
new music and her upcoming tour. 


IMAGINE sitting in a cinema watching a 
weepy movie and just as it reaches its sad¬ 
dest point your song comes on. A certain 
amount of artists would be chuffed, but 
Birdy couldn't help be distracted. 

The 20-year-old singer, who is heading 
out on tour this autumn, told us it's not al¬ 
ways a joy to hear your own music on the 
TV or at a film. 

She said: "If it's in an advert, it is always 
quite exciting because it pops up out of 
nowhere. I did a song for A Fault in Our 
Stars and I was just waiting for the whole 
way through the film thinking 'oh no' and 
'when's it going to come?' 

"And when I heard it I just felt really 
awkward: 'It isn't right - it's a sad mo¬ 
ment, I shouldn't be here'." 

It is a reaction that sums Birdy up pretty 
well. You will have heard her heart-rend¬ 
ing, tender songs but she shies away from 
the limelight. 

She said: "I am quite a private person I 
guess. Fame is not something I have ever 
wanted, it has come with things. 

"It is very unnatural to me, all of that. 
I'm quite shy so it is not something I 
enjoy. I have always focussed on the music 
because that is what I love and that is 
what I'm here to do." 

That shyness manifests itself in a charm¬ 
ingly idiosyncratic way when it comes to 
playing live, too. She loves performing and 
the thing that makes her most nervous is 
not the thousands of fans but the handful 
of her friends. 

She said: "I just love getting to perform 
with a band and to share that feeling on 
stage with them, and getting to see people 
enjoying the music. 


"I'm so excited (about the tour). I hav¬ 
en't really done a big UK tour so it is going 
to be really fun and I'm going to my home¬ 
town really, so it is going to be quite weird 
for me having some of my friends turn up 
who haven't really seen what I do. 

"It's a bit scary, actually. I prefer to get 
on with things secretly and hope it's OK." 

Amazingly for a 20-year-old, Birdy has 
already released three albums. 

Fame came to her very young. She was 
just 12 when she won the Open Mic UK 
competition in 2008 and her debut sin¬ 
gle, a cover of Bon Iver's Skinny Love, got 
worldwide attention when she was still 
just 14. 

She said: "It was a huge whirlwind, real¬ 
ly. I didn't know what was going on. I just 
went with it and hoped for the best." 

She added: "I was so lucky because I 
had a wonderful manager. 

"A lot of it was also having my parents 
with me. They travelled with me until I was 
18 and I couldn't have done it without 
them. I would have been terrified, I think." 

Birdy's new album, Beautiful Lies, was 
released in March and it marks another 
step forward for her as a songwriter. 

She said: "I can really hear that when I 
look back to my second album. I can hear 
myself trying to find what I like and experi¬ 
menting with production as well. 

"I feel like that album for me was lots of 
different things on one album whereas on 
this album it has all come together as a 
whole, which I really love. That was me just 
growing up a bit, I think."

all the stops with a show celebrate 
reaching its 100th production. 

The Colour House Theatre, 
based in a grade II listed build¬ 
ing at Merton Abbey Mills, wilT 
notch up the century with a two- 
month run of Peter Pan until No¬ 
vember 6 boasting flying actors, 
Captain Hook, a hungry crocodile 
and a special appearance from 
one of soapland's most famous 
faces. 

Theatre manager Charlie Shake¬ 
speare, who adapted JM Barrie's 
book for the performance, said: 
"This one is a big special one. It's 
our 100th show. 

"We have got a new set design¬ 
er, new songs and lots that we're 
putting into it. We've got John 
Altman (Nasty Nick from East- 
Enders) in it. He is going to be in a 
pre-recorded sequence so he won't 
be there live but he will still be in 
the show on the big screen." 

Peter Wallder, who ran the the¬ 
atre when it first opened in 1995, 
returns to direct the show while 
a number of businesses have lent 
their support, including timber 
company Lawsons who donated 
wood to build the stage. 

Great Ormond Street Hospital, 
which was left the rights to Peter 
Pan by JM Barrie, were also helpful 
in making the show financially via¬ 
ble for the theatre. 

Mr Shakespeare said: "Since I 
have been here I have always want¬ 
ed to do it. We never thought we 
could. And it is the absolute per¬ 
fect show to celebrate on because 
you couldn't find a more magical 
kids' show." 

Colour House opened 21 years 
ago and was granted charitable 
status seven years ago. 

Mr Shakespeare said: "For a 


charity theatre that doesn't have 
any funding to reach 100 shows 
is quite a milestone. 

"We have had bits of funding 
in the past but we don't have any 
regular funding. We survive 100 
per cent on the box office tak¬ 
ings, so it is a big milestone for 
us. Not many theatres our size 
survive as long as we have." 

Of course, while theatres fo¬ 
cussing predominantly on young 
audiences are not all that prev¬ 
alent, Merton is in a privileged 
position with both Colour House 
and Polka in Wimbledon. 

Mr Shakespeare, who came to 
the theatre five years ago as an 
actor and has been theatre man¬ 


ager for the past three, said: "We 
offer something a bit different. 
It's more intimate what we do - 
it's only a 70 seat theatre - so it 
is quite nice to have the two. We 
each appeal to different people." 

He added: "We offer an af¬ 
fordable day out for families. It 
is something a bit different. Cer¬ 
tainly our children's parties, they 
are incredible. They come and 
have a party and see the show. 

"There is nowhere that offers 
anything quite like that. In this 
day and age it is hard to find 
little hubs like ours."

NOW'S THE TIME TO SE 

A brief guide to why autumn is the perfect time to sell your property 


Generally the market tends to be 
stronger in the spring and then 
picks up again in the late summer 
and early autumn. Your property 
will obviously sell more quickly 
when the market is strong and 
demand is high. Therefore keep an 
eye on the property market and 
remember to check out prices. 

House sales are also affected by 
interest rates. 

Few people are willing to take 
out a mortgage when the Bank of 
England has intentions of raising 
interest rates. 

Look out for what is happening 
in your local area. Ask estate 
agents what they are selling and 
search online property transaction 
databases such as OnTheMarket. 
com for sales in your area. 

If you are looking to buy a new 
home as well as sell your own 
home, it is recommended that 
you put your house up for sale 
before you start looking for new 
properties. 

Some buyers even wait until they 


have had an offer made on their 
property before they start looking. 
You will then be able to time the 
process more effectively because 
you will have an idea as to how 
quickly you can sell and then you 
can estimate the price of what your 
new home can be. 

Negotiate the right price 

Your negotiating power as 
the seller will be affected by the 
following factors: 

- Amount of interest in your 
property - if offers are flooding in, 
you pick and choose as you wish, 
however if your property has 
been on the market for some time 
with no real interest, the weaker 
your negotiating position is as a 
seller. 

- Current market conditions - if 
demand exceeds supply, then you 
can expect to receive a favourable 
price for your home. However, if the 
market is slow, you will not have 
the same negotiating power. 

- Condition of the property - 


you will find it harder to negotiate 
if repair work is needed on your 
property. 

- Time pressure - the tighter 
your time scale to move, 

the weaker your position in 
negotiations. 

- Sentiment - selling your 
home can be a very emotional time 
but you are selling it, so try to 
keep your emotions out of 
negotiations. 

The negotiating power of 
the buyer will be affected by 
the following: 

Chain or no chain - buyers who 
are not involved in a chain are in 
a better negotiating position than 
those who are. 

Look for those who are: 

- First time buyers. 

- In-between homes (might be 
renting now). 

- Buying with cash. 

- Investing (this won't be their 
residence). 

- In a good position with 


their mortgage - buyers whose 
mortgages have been pre¬ 
approved will be a better position, 
than those who have to wait for the 
paper-work to be processed. 

- Undertime pressure - as with 
the seller, the tighter the time scale 
to move, the weaker their position 
in negotiations. 

Role of the estate agent 

- The estate agent works for 
the seller and they will try and get 
the highest possible price for your 
property. 

- They will know the condition 
of the market in their local area 
and the features of properties 
that make them more attractive to 
buyers. 

- Knowing their local market 
well, they should also be able to 
identify key factors in the local 
area that potential buyers may be 
looking for, such as local schools 
and transport links.

The Mazda3 Fastback boldly 
goes where few cars have 
sold before. In considering 
this lightly improved version, 
JONATHAN CROUCH wonders 
whether this small saloon 
can change the script. 

BACKGROUND: The Mazda3 
makes all kinds of sense as a 
hatchback, but as a Fastback 
saloon? Most buyers won't be so 
sure. But in an effort to convince 
them, Mazda has pulled out all the 
stops. The Fastback offers more 
luggage space, is more efficient 
and is arguably better looking. 

In this improved version, the 
brand's latest 'SKYACTIV-VEHICLE 
DYNAMICS' 'G-Vectoring Control' 
system improves the handling, 
plus there's a smarter cabin and 
enhanced safety tech. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: It's a 
fact. Turn a family hatchback into 
a saloon car and you'll suddenly 
decimate its sales chances, in the 
UK at least. It's strange because 
the opposite is true on the other 
side of the pond, where sedans 
are viewed as more upmarket 
propositions than hatches, so you 
see all sorts of unlikely vehicles 
sprouting trunks from their 
posteriors. So while we've had 
some very good small saloons, they 
tend to be viewed with suspicion 
and it's a script that Mazda will 


need to do very well to change with 
its Mazda3 Fastback. 

The Mazda3 story to date is 
fairly straightforward. The first 
generation car appeared in 2003, 
based largely on Ford Focus 
underpinnings. That model was 
replaced by a sleeker and more 
modern hatch in 2009, and now 
we're on generation three, a 
design first launched in 2013, then 
updated in the Autumn of 2016 
to reate the version we're looking 
at here. The one thing that unites 
all these models is that they look 
nothing like each other. Always an 
underachiever, the Mazda3 offers 
a broad range, and a closer look 
at this improved Fastback model 
suggests that this breadth certainly 
hasn't come at the expense of 
depth. 

Unlike the hatchback version, 
the Mazda3 Fastback doesn't 
get the entry-level 100PS 1.5-litre 
petrol powerplant and it also does 
without the 165PS 2.0-litre. So 
that means buyers get a restricted 
choice of one 2.0-litre petrol 
engine and two diesels (a 1.5 
and a 2.2-litre unit). The 2.2-litre 
diesel will cover the sprint to 
62mph in 8.1 seconds, thanks to its 
punchy 150PS output. The 2.0-litre 
petrol engine is good for 120PS. 
Performance? Think rest to 62mph 
in 8.9 seconds for the manual 
version and a few tenths slower for 


the six-speed automatic models. 
Both engines are high quality 
units. Mazda predicts the petrol 
engine will account for the greater 
proportion of sales, but the diesel's 
380Nm of torque is hard to resist. 
DESIGN AND BUILD: A key 
dynamic change for this improved 
Mazda 3 is the addition of 
what the brand calls 'GVC' - or 
'G-Vectoring Control', parts of its 
'SKYACTIV-VEHICLE DYNAMICS' 
range of technology systems. This 
is essentially one of those torque 
vectoring set-ups, this one able 
to vary engine torque to optimise 


the load on each wheel, providing 
more precise handling as well as 
a smoother ride under virtually 
any driving conditions. Diesel- 
powered models get high-precision 
boost control, which enhances 
accelerator responsiveness, along 
with 'Natural Sound Frequency 
Control' and what's called a 
'Natural Sound Smoother' to 
improve refinement. 

COST: Prices are identical to those 
of the hatchback which means 
that the Fastback range kicks off 
at around £17,500 and tops out 
at around £23,000. Within that 


£5,500 window are a considerable 
number of different trim, engine 
and transmission combinations, 
based around five trims, two 
transmissions and three engines. 
The trim levels open with SE, step 
up through SE Nav, SE-L, and SE-L 
Nav, topping out with the Sport 
model. 

Buyers can get refinements like 
a head-up display, touch-screen 
satellite-navigation and mobile 
internet connectivity. The mobile 
system is particularly interesting, 
following the likes of Toyota into 
the market with a system that 


allows the car to pair with a 
smartphone and display Facebook 
and Twitter updates. A nine- 
speaker Bose audio system is also 
available. Safety equipment hasn't 
been neglected either, with the 
latest Mazda3 featuring a forward 
warning system which monitors 
vehicles in front, smart braking 
which primes the brakes if it senses 
they may be needed and rear 
vehicle monitoring which checks 
your three-quarter blind spot. 
There's also a high beam control 
that automatically dips your lights 
when it senses oncoming traffic.

She said: “It was quite a 
battle, but ultimately getting 
third it has been a pretty 
solid start.

Fitzgibbon and Liesl Tesch 
from Australia lead the early 
pace, with the Brazilians in 
second and Polish crew in 
third. 

Rickham added: “The 
main contenders are all up 
there fighting. 

“The course was a bit 
difficult at times, the 
pressure was up and down 
and it was really hot, the 
downwind was quite painful. 

“But I think we did the 
best that we could, battling 
back when we got a bit stuck 
in the fleet. 

“The reality is we need to 
get to the front and be able 
to hold on. It was a beautiful 
sailing day, we are both in 
good spirits and looking 
forward to the rest of the 
competition.”

Edwards: I will he back

CHARLIE Edwards insists he 
was not out of his league af¬ 
ter his defeat in the IBF world 
flyweight clash at the hands 
of John Riel Casimero. 

The 23-year-old from Bed- 
dington, who is now based in 
Epsom, was challenging for 
the world title on Saturday at 
the 02 Arena despite it being 
only his ninth pro fight. 

Defending champion 
Casimero, who also held the 
IBF light flyweight world 
title last year and was fight¬ 
ing in his 26th bout, won on a 
TKO in the 10th of 12 rounds. 

Fighting on the undercard 
of the Gennady Golovkin 
v Kell Brook world middle¬ 
weight title clash, it was a 
shuddering left hook that 
sent Edwards, who trains 
with MGM Marbella, to the 
canvas. 

He said: “I can’t remember 
the shot that caught me. The 
team were telling me they 
couldn’t believe I got up from 
it. 

“I walked into one and 
he’s a big puncher. I used my 
brain and took a knee, but it 
wasn’t enough.” 

At the restart the former 
Earlsfield ABC boxer had 
nothing left in his tank and 


after the much-travelled Fili¬ 
pino threw two uppercuts 
and an overhand right, ref¬ 
eree Steve Gray halted the 
bout. 

Edwards added: “I thought 
it was a close fight, some of 
the rounds were very close. 

“He is a great fighter, it just 
wasn’t my day and I’ll learn a 
lot from that, I’ll get back in 
the gym and work hard to get 
back into this position again 
soon. 

“He’s a top drawer fight¬ 
er, punches really hard and 
relentlessly - he did his last 
opponent in four rounds and 
I went 10 with him, so that 
says a lot about my tough¬ 
ness. 

“I think I won a fair share 
of rounds in there and I will 
come back stronger from 
this. 

“I’m destined to become 
a world champion and this 
hasn’t changed that belief, I 
know I’m going to do it and 
my performance has shown 
that.” 

Edwards certainly did not 
disgrace himself at his first 
major big test as a profes¬ 
sional in front of a big stage 
audience. 

However, some critics have 
suggested this world title 
shot came much too soon in 
his career, but Edwards feels 
otherwise. 

“I didn’t feel I was out of 


my league in there, it was a 
close fight,” he said. 

“I got caught, it can hap¬ 
pen, and at this level the 
punches can be finishers. 

“I’ve had a taste of this lev¬ 
el in just nine fights and at 
flyweight the opportunities 
are few and far between and I 


am glad I took it, it’s going to 
serve me well. 

“It was a risk, I gave it my 
all and it wasn’t my day but it 
will be in the future. 

“I’m only 23 and I’ve boxed 
for a world title in my ninth 
fight. I will make sure I do it 
next time.”
